Senate Civil Service Committee. 
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He Say* th e B est Clerks Com e In Cader 
th* Spoils System —Heller*-* la a Ten- 
Year Tenure e f Office and Fewrs a Civil 
Pension I.u t — O th er News C ram th e 
Nation*!

W ashikotok, Dec. 22.—Chm misdone* 
of Pensions Kraut yesterday appealed 
before the senate committee au civil aer 
vice aud retrenchment, which i* con­ 
ducting an investigation into the oper­ 
ation of the civil service ay atom. 
Mr. 
Evant was questioned at length by Sen­ 
ator* Lodge and Pritchard about the 
civil service system and Its application 
to the pennon office force. 
He expressed tbs opinion that the law 
did not accomplish the results its friend* 
insisted that it did. The best men in 
his office were those who had come in 
under the so-called “spoils system.M 
They did their doty and expected to 
hold their position* by so doing. 
The 
pension examining 
boards, he said, 
ought not to be in the classified service, 
as it was desirable to secure men aa 
members of such boa ids who had had 
wide surgical experience—army expe- 
•nee, if possible—aud such men would 
not enter into competition for the place* 
with young men just out of college. lit 
thought, however, that the entire sys­ 
tem of appointing the boards was wrent 
and that all of them ought to be nuder ii 
uniform system of appointment. 
The commissioner beleived that the 
head of a bureau was the best qualified 
perron to pass upon tile efficiency or a 
clerk and that he ought not to be ham­ 
pered in removing a clerk for ineffic­ 
iency. 
If permitted to do so, he could 
remove at least IOO clerks from his office j 
without affecting tho efficiency of tbs 
force. He thought it would bo desirable 
to have a defiuate tenure of office not 
exceeding IO years so that every veal 
about IO percent of new blood could bt 
infused into the force. 
This would dc 
away with the abuses resulting from 
some clerks remaining in office too long. 
The commissioner thought some reform 
would have to be enacted or the country j 
would have the infliction of a civil pen * 
aion list. 
He believed it was a niistnkt 
to include in the classified service th* 
special 
examiners, medical 
boards, 
chiefs of divisions and all others receiv­ 
ing salaries exceeding $1,400. 


IleddiDgtun'i Ckargm. 
Washington, Dec. 21.—The subcom­ 
mittee of the senate committee on Pa 
ciflo railroad yesterday heard F. M. 
Gideon, the attorney who was charged 
by J. K. Reddington with having nianip 
alated the land office records. 
Mr. Gid­ 
eon denied every allegation made by 
Reddington and insisted that there was 
no possibility of manipulating the rec 
ords in the manner charged, even if he 
had so desired. 
Alex Britton testified 
that the books and papers in the land 
office had to go through a number ol 
hands aud four or five divisions of the 
laud office, making it impossible for any 
one man to manipulate them in the 
manner charged by Reddington. 


Indian Territory M atter!. 
Washington, Dec. 21.—The senate 
and house committees of the Indian af 
fairs held a joint session yesterday, con­ 
sidering Indian Territory matters. The 
Curtis bill, providing fen: allotments, 
laying oat of town sites, leasing of coal 
and other mineral, timber, fanning and 
gracing lands, etc., was discussed sec­ 
tion by section.

George M. Pullman has decided to ac­ 
cept her dower interest in the estate of 
her husband instead of abiding by the 
terms of the will. 
Her acceptance ch 
the will woald have made it practically 
impossible fur her to leave anything ti 
the two eon*, who w ere practically dis 
inherited by their father. Her third in 
ter est as dower gives her $3,000,000 in 
personal property and one-third interest 
fear life in the real estate held by Mr. 
Pullman. 
This estimate makes the es 
tate of Mr. Pullman aggregate at least 
$15,000,000, instead of $7,000,000. as an­ 
nounced immediately after his death. 


TO AID N EEDY JEWS. 


New York, Doc, 21.—Copies of a 
statement signed by the officers of the 
Fourth army corps of the Cuban army, 
operating in the department of Los Vil­ 
las, renewing allegiance to the Cuban 
cause aud foreswearing autonomy, were 
received in this city yesterday. 
This 
action by the officers of the Las Villas 
department makes the opposition to au­ 
tonomy practically unanimous among 
the Cuban officers.

“We are convinced that the promul­ 
gation of reforms is an evidence of weak-1 
ness on the part of Spain and is in itself 
a triumph for our arms.

Tbs Alleged Traitor to Maceo Appointed 
Mayor of R«Jacal. 
H a v a n a , Dec. 21.—Dr. Zerfucha, who 
was the physician of the late General 
Antonio Maceo, has been appointed 
mayor of Bejucal, this province. 
Zertucha has belonged in his day to 
all the political parties in Cuba. At one 
time he was a bandit in the Vuelta 
Abajo, and his record was very discred­ 
itable. It was quite inexplicable to the 
friends of Maceo that he kept the physi­ 
cian on his staff for so long a period, 
notwithstanding the warning given 
him. 
Maceo used to say that Zertucha’s 
fault was his drinking habit. 
At the time the famous Cuban com­ 
mander 
was 
killed, 
Zertucha 
was 
charged with lending him and his party 
into the fatal ambush, but he issued a 
long statement iu which he tried to 
show that Maceo met his death in battle 
in the usual way. Zertucha also bitter­ 
ly assailed the honor of the other Cuban 
leaders. 
After the killing of Maceo the dishon­ 
ored physician was allowed to go fret 
by the Spaniards, and it was said, aud 
generally believed, that his pockets were 
well hued with Spanish gold.

W ashijkjtok, Dec. 22,-- Com mi abiotic* 
of Pe ti Mans Evans yesterday appeared 
before the senate committee on civil ser­ 
vice and retrenchment, which is con­ 
ducting an investigation into the oper­ 
ation of th* civil service system. 
Mr. 
Evan* was questioned at length by Sen 
attars Lodge and Pritchssd about th* 
civil service system and its application 
to the pennon office force. 
He expressed the opinion that the law 
did not accomplish the results its friend! 
insisted that it did. 
The best men in 
his office were those who had come In 
under the socalled “spot!* system. ” 
They did their duty and expected to 
hold their positions by so doing. 
The 
pension examining 
boards, he said, 
ought not to be in the classified service, 
as it was desirable to secure men ai 
mem bein of such boat dx who had had 
wide surgical experience—army ex pe­ 
ened. if possible—and such men would 
not enter into competition for the place* 
with young men just oat of college. Ile 
thought, however, that the entire sys­ 
tem of appointing the board* was wren* 
and that all of them ought to be nuder a 
nnifomi system of appointment. 
The commissioner beleived that the 
head of a oui eau was the best quail dec I 
person to pass upon the efficiency or a 
clerk and that he ought not to be ham- j 
pored in removing a clerk for inertia ‘ 
tency. 
lf permitted to do so, he could 
remove at least IOO clerks from his office 
without effecting tho efficiency of th* 
force. He thought it would be desirable 
to have a ii eh aute tenure of office not 
exceeding IO 
about IO percent of new blood could bt 
infused into the force. 
This would dc 
away with the abuses resulting frow 
some clerks remaining in office too long, 
Tho commissioner thought some reform 
would have to be enacted or the country 
would have the infliction of a civil pen 
sion list. 
He believed it was a mistnkt 
to include in the classified service tilt 
special 
examiners, 
medical 
boards,
